American Aid 


Turkey is a battle-tested (in | 


Korea) ally. She still is strug- 
gling to stabilize her economy. 
American aid, beginning with 
the Truman policy, prevented 
communism from over-running 
Turkey and Greece. Greece, 
too, needs further assistance to 
enable her to bring her economy 
into balance. 

Are we, as Americans, glad or 
sad? 

India, with her more than 300 
millions of people, is side by side 
with Red China. In the north, 
Russia is but 25 miles away. 


If the more than 400 millions 
of Chinese are able more quickly 
to attain an improved standard 
of living, then India’s represent- 
ative, democratic form of gov- 
ernment will crumble. Prime 
Minister Nehru is devoted to a 
democratic form of government. 


American aid, has, in part, 
helped the courageous Indians to 
continue thus far, though the 
struggle is desperate. 


Are we sad or glad — or do we 
say let’s quit helping and allow 
Russia to over-run all Asia? 

The other side of this coin is 
a melancholy story of great ir- 
responsibility on the part of 
much of the Congress, the press, 
radio and TV — and of too much 
of local leadership everywhere. 


We still have those in quite 
high places in government, busi- 
ness and the press, who speak 
of ‘“‘give-away” programs. The 
parrots of the land repeat it 
after them. 

We still have those in the Con- 
gress, the press, and comment- 
ing via TV and radio, who sol- 
emnly state, as if they had dis- 
covered a new truth, that ‘‘'We 
cannot buy friendship.”’ 

Certainly we can’t. 


Buying Time 

We haven't tried to buy 
friends. We have tried — and 
we have succeeded — in buying 
time for those who are seeking 
to avoid being over-run by com- 
munism. 

We have tried — and succeed- 
ed to make treaties which 
enable us to establish important 
military bases. These would act 
to dull the edge of any Soviet 
assault before it reached our allies 
and our own shores, 


We have bought all this — and 
more — and yet there are still 
voices, local, national and edi- 
torial, either uninformed or de- 
liberately deceitful, which parrot 
“give away” and “you can’t buy 
friends.”’ 

A congressman said he had just 
come back from the Easter holi- 
days and he had found that all 
the people wanted was for Con- 
gress to cut the budget, reduce 
taxes, and go home. 

In this critical time, when the 
world and its future are in the 
balance, is that all the American 
people want of Congress? 

We are at war with commuv- 
nism. So far it is not a shooting 
war. But it is an expensive one. 
It is cheap only in lives saved. 

We are quite rich enough to 
defend ourselves and to educate 
ourselves, And we should be 
wise enough not to deceive our- 
selves with wishful thinking or 
by heeding the parrots now in 
full voice.

Buried Alive in Coftin-Sized Shaft, 
‘Miner Tells of 3 Days With Death 


RICHWOOD, W. Va., May 12 (h— 
A coal miner virtually returned 
from the dead told his story today 
of three days and nights spent 
entombed without food or water 
in a cold, lightless hole. 

William C. Richmond, 38, buried 

alive for 74 hours in the dark and 
dank recesses of the Donegan 
Mine, told a newsman from his 
hospital bed: “It was just about 
the size of the inside of a coffin, 
and I thought that was what it was 
going to. be for me.” 
Dr. J. R. Glasscock of Sacred 
Heart Hospital said Richmond was 
in “‘excellent” condition and rest- 
ing well. He said the miner was 
hospitalized chiefly because of ex- 
haustion and shock. 

As a nurse gave Richmond a 
glass of fruit juice, he turned 


the reporter and said, 


spoonful of this two days ago.” 

Richmond gave this account of 
his horrifying experience: ‘It was 
almost time for my _ shift to 
change. My buddy and I were 
working at the end of the tunnel 
about a quarter mile inside the 
hill. I remember him yelling to 
me that some timbers were com- 
ing down and he started to run 
for the main shaft. 

“You don’t run very fast on 
your hands and knees, but he 
made it out somehow. I tried to 
follow him but the roof fell in 
ahead of me and I turned and 
crawled back to the rib (the uncut 
edge of a coal seam). 

“The fall was coming toward 
me. I-could see the slate falling, 
like big hunks of paper with black 
dust pouring up and I said, ‘Lord, 
nobody can stop it but you. If 
you don’t I’m a goner.’

“The fall came right up to two 
feet from me and stopped. Some 
of the slate fell on my legs and 
pinned them down but I could 
tell they weren’t hurt very bad, 

“The wall started scooting in 
under me: Pieces of rock kept 
pushing in beneath me, and lifted 
me up until I just had a little 
hole about 20 inches high left to 
lie in.” 

Richmond’s ordeal started 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday when 
the roof came crashing down. 

Company officials were sure 
the missing man. was dead, but, 
in the tradition of. the mining 
country, rescue efforts were 
started. 

Rescue workers dug through 
approximately 60 feet of the fall 
Saturday when they heard a faint 
call for help. Thirty feet farther, 
they found Richmond.

These youngsters—all handi-' 
capped by cerebral palsy — are 
among 59 children enrolled at the 
Cerebral Palsy School-Clinic, 1815 
Ponce de Leon Ave., NE. More’ 
than 30 other’ cerebral-palsied 
youngsters receive treatment at 
the out-patient clinic. 

All of them will benefit from 
funds to be collected on Old News- 
boys Day next Friday. Every pen- 
ny raised in the Old Newsboys 
drive—sponsored by the Atlanta 
Variety Club and the Atlanta Con- 
stitution and Journal—will go to 
the Cerebral Palsy School-Clinic. 

Physical therapy, occupational 
therapy and speech therapy are 
part of the daily program of train- 
ing and treatment at the school. 
The school’s medical director ex- 
piained that a ‘“‘combination of 


therapies” helps the children be- 
come self-sufficient.

He said other drugs may be used 
to help certain children relax— 
‘“‘but we don’t use a»great many 
drugs in treating cerebral palsy.”’ 

Miss Pat. Wakefield, physical 
therapist at the Cerebral Palsy 
School-Clinic, said the main form 
of physical therapy used at the 
school is functional exercise. 

She said the three physical 
therapists ‘‘guide the motions of 
the legs and arms” to stretch 
and strengthen. 


| Miss Wakefield said many de-

From Bad Bargain 


School systems in agricultural coun- 
ties where row crops predominate are 


feeling staggering blows from the soil- 


bank program. 

Tenant farmers, share-croppers, farm 
laborers and others are moving their 
families to cities and seeking jobs in in- 
dusty or trying to obtain other employ- 
ment. 

This means decreased school enroll- 
ment in the counties where these famil- 
ies formerly resided. Loss of faculty mem- 
bers will follow under the state formula 
which establishes the number of teach- 
ers from the average daily attendance re- 
ports. 

The most drastic effect reported so 
far is in Brooks County where schools 
have lost 504 students this year. The 
total figure includes 260 Negro students 
and 244 white. Most of the white famu- 
ies moved to cities like Moultrie, Val- 
dosta and Thomasville to get work in in- 
dustry. Many of the Negroes went to 
Florida. 

Leaders in Quitman blame the exodus 
mainly on the soil bank. 

The drop in attendance will cost 
Brooks County schools around 20 teach- 
ers in September, according to the daily- 
attendance formula. 

However, the State Department of 
Education does not believe the soil-bank 
program has a significant effect on school 
population shifts in the state as a whole. 
Department officials point out that mi- 
gration from rural to urban communi- 
ties has been increasing over a period of 
years before the soil-bank program went 
into effect. 

They are of the opinion that shrink- 
ing enrollments in approximately a dozen 
counties could be traced mainly to the 
soil bank. As further impacts of the pro- 
gram are felt, however, this estimate 
probably will prove too conservative. 

Regardless of the direct cause for the 
transfer of families, some 100 counties 
will lose a total of approximately 350 
teachers in September due to sagging en- 
rollment. ! 

What does a county like Brooks get 
back in return for its loss of 504 students, 
20 teachers, a likely 2,000 cutback in 
population and removal of an estimated 
million and a half dollars from trade 
circles? 

Farmers will recéive around $250,- 
000 in soil-bank payments. 

Altogether, it looks like a bad bargain.

British Tax Burden Is 


Still Heavier Than Ours 


Except in certain quarters the recent 
tax reductions in Great Britain brought 
little reaction in this country. There were 
a few of the usual cries that the British 
are shirking their share of world respon- 
sibilities and leaving more and more of it 
to the United States. 

But from the standpoint of taxation it- 
self, the British still are bearing a heavier 
relative tax burden than are citizens of 
this country. 

Taking all taxes together, federal 
state and local, in the United States and 
Britain, the British pay more. Measured 
as a proportion of the total national in- 
come in 1956, taxes were 33 per cent in 
Britain and 27 per cent in this country. 
Reductions in early April reduced the to- 
tal burden to Britons by three-fourths of 
one per cent. 

Even their most consistent critics 
must concede the fact that the British 
have been paying heavy taxes for a 
good many years. The bite on high in- 
come and middle class people has been 
especially severe and it is these who now 
have been given a little relief. 

In both the United States and Britain, 
the tax bills largely are dictated by Mos- 
cow. The cost of the cold war in order 
to prevent a hot one is the burden both 
countries must bear.

Congress Acts To Ease 


The Housing Squeeze 


The House of Representatives has 
passed a watered-down housing bill de- 
signed to make it easier to buy homes 
and to help the slumping housing mar- 
ket. The action is belated and let’s hope 
it achieves the desired result. 

The growing American population 
must have housing. Yet starts this year 
have fallen far below the need and the 
demand. The tight-money policy, with its 
higher down payments and higher inter- 
est rates, has frozen low income and even 
middle-income people out of the housing 
market. 

Lowering the down payment to ease 
mortgage credit under FHA financing 
should help. But even this will be offset 
if mortgage companies continue to in- 
crease the so-called discount rate, which 
amounts to charging a premium for FHA 
and GI loans. This has been going higher 
and higher in recent months. GI loans 
today are practically impossible to get. 

The House included an amendment 
which would restrict future starts of low- 
cost public housing to that needed by per- 
sons displaced by slum clearance and 
urban redevelopment programs. This, of 
course, will have the effect of slowing 
slum clearance and will further aggra- 
vate the total housing problem. 

There is one thing that all concerned 
must remember—home builders, mortgage 
people and others. Americans must have 
housing and housing creates a demand 
for consumer goods needed to sustain the 
economy and our standard of living. 
Postponing the demand will not end infla- 
tionary pressures in the long run. It will 
make them worse if public opinion finally 
forces Congress to let off all the brakes 
on housing. 

Lenders should use discretion but they 
must keep in mind that the population 
demands housing and will demand that 
government provides it unless private 
sources do the job.

Quite a Chunk of Money 


Importance of government in the eco- 
nomic life of Georgia and other South- 
eastern states can be gauged by recent 


figures which show that employes of 
federal, state and local governments— 
including the military—are drawing 


more than four billion dollars annually 
in salaries and wages. 

The various governments employ 900,- 
000 civilian workers in the Southeastern 
region of Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and the Carolinas. They re- 
ceive a total of $2,646,000,000 in wages— 
the remainder of the four billion going 
to the military. 


All government employes in Georgia 
draw a total of 774 million dollars. 

There is perhaps one consolation for 
those who deplore the steady rise in pub- 
lic payrolls and big government in gen- 
eral. The beneficiaries do spend money 
and help keep the wheels of business and 
industry turning.

Atlantan Charges the Antimoonshine Fund 


Is Not Moral or Ethical Even If It Is Legal 


Atlanta—To date it has heen dif- 
ficult to separate the corn from 
the chaff concerning Mr. Williams’ 
antimoonshine fund. 

Thursday, however, the hearing 
turned out some testimony as 
shocking as white lightning. 

At that time, the Hon. J. J. Ben- 
nett, an assistant attorney general 
for the sovereign State of Georgia, 
pronounced that a public official, as 
an individual, could accept gifts 
from private sources. 

‘There is nothing suspicious or 
illegal about a public official ac- 
cepting a gift from an individual,”’ 
said Mr. Bennett. 

And if you forbid a public official 
from accepting ‘“‘an outright gift 
with no strings attached,’ the 
poor official’s constitutional rights 
would be destroyed. 

Where does that leave us? 

Very simple. The man with the 
biggest bankroll can go tripping 


through the fertile fields of state 
government, lavishing gifts on 
our “‘individual’’ publie officials. 


No strings attached, of course. 

Lately a new phrase has stag- 
gered into our vernacular in an- 
other case. It is ‘‘a cloud of suspi- 
cion.”’ There has been from the 
start a small-size cloud hovering 
over Mr. Williams and his sstill- 
busting boys. 

What everyone has deplored is 
that so much money is floating 
around with an accounting system 
which would do the cave man jus- 
tice. But to have an assistant at- 
torney general stand up and give 
a big, thirst-quenching commer: 
cial for the fund is a little too 
much. 

Legal! Who cares if it is legal. 
Is it moral, or to hoist up on the 
flag a word seldom used in gov- 
ernment circles: Is it ethical? 

Come, come, Mr. Asst. Atty. 
General, Hasn't anybody explained 
to you what strings are? Or what 
lobbying (of the 200-proof variety) 
is? 

Come now, Mr. Bennett. Let's 
be honest and admit there is a 
dirty puddle on the barroom floor.

U.S. Students Do Not Relish 
Life Work of the E geheads 


The world is moving into the atomic age at what seems an amaz- 
ingly swift rate, but the science responsible for the transition does 
not appeal to the nation’s youth. That is the essence of a Harvard 
University survey that sampled some 15,000 high school students and 
represents a good cross-section of the more than eight million youths 
in secondary schools of the United States. 


Is the acute shortage of atomic 
scientists to grow even worse? 
Judging from the statistics com- 
piled by the survey team, the an- 
swer must be “‘yes.’’ 


They show boys put medicine as 
first choice for a career. Then, in 
order, come chemist, electrical en- 
gineer, high school science teach- 
er, mechanic, sales clerk,. psy- 
cologist, storekeeper and—last of 
aZ — atomic scientist. Moreover, 
the survey reveals that atomic 
scientists are rated lowest by ev- 
ery section of the country, not just 
New England, and by all manner 
of students. | 

Why is the atomic scientist at 
the bottom of career selections? A 
breakdown indicates that scientists 
aS a group are decidedly ‘‘odd,"’ 
in the opinion of 25 per cent of the 


, Students ahd that 14 per cent be- 


lieve superstitiously there is some- 
thing “‘evil’’ about them. 

Such beliefs show that a true 
picture of ne life and activity of 


the atomic scientist is not being 
received by youth. It should not be 
too difficult to put the picture in 
proper perspective. 

But the last clue as to what is 
wrong lies in the statement that 
45 per cent of the students do not 
believe their school background is 
good enough to permit them to 
choose science ‘as a career. So 
while a surprising number has a 
distorted view of an atomic scien- 
tist as an “egghead” or “malevo- 
lent spirit,”” many others evidently 
believe that their high schools are 
deficient in giving them the re- 
quirements for pursuing science 
in college. That is where they may 
well be more knowing than many 
an adult. 

Certainly it is up to the adults 


.to provide the curricula and the 


guidance necessary to lead Ameri- 
can youth into the field of the ex- 
perimental scientist. The Harvard 
survey shows plainly, where the

World Awaits Action 


On Atoms-for-Peace 


WASHINGTON—At long last the atoms-for- 
peace concept has a chance of coming to life. 
After three and a half years of painstaking nego- 


tiation, much of the time waylaid by Soviet roadblocks, the most orig- 
inal, arresting and far-visioned proposal of the Eisenhower years— 
the International Atomic Energy Agency to help nearly the whole 
world share some of the peaceful uses of the atom—is at the point of 


birth. 

Eighty-one nations now have 
signed the statute of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency. 


The IAEA, which would admin- 
ister, control and safeguard a 
world pool of fissionable materials, 
will in the next few months be 
born, living and full of promise if 
64 members of the U.S. Senate 
vote ‘‘yes.”’ 


The atoms-for-peace plan will be 
stone-dead at birth if the Senate 
rejects it or suffocates it with res- 
ervations. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, with the joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy sitting with it, is at the be- 
ginning of its hearings on the pro- 
posed treaty. 

There can be no doubt that if 
the Senate of its sponsor govern- 
ment rejects or circumscribes the 
International Atomic Energy Agen- 
cy to which we have welcomed 
eighty nations, American leader- 
ship for peace will enter a long 
period of deterioration. 

Certainly the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee and the joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy 
ought to give this IAEA treaty a 
thorough scrutinizing. If it de. 
velops that there are real holes in 
it, they should be repaired; if it 
cen be shown that it will do harm,

Answer: No, Nations obtaining 
fissionable material from the in- 
ternational agency will pay for ft. 
The agency’s. administrative ex- 
penses, estimated at about seven 
million dollars a year will be pro- 
rated to the member nations in ar- 
cordance with the ratio each pays 
to defray the costs of the United 
Nations. 

Question: Will there be danger 
of fissionable material being se- 
cretly siphoned by some nation into 
weapons? 

Answer: The greatest enemy of 
the free world, the Soviet Union, 
already possesses abundant fission- 
able material and nuclear weapons. 
It can make these available to any 
country which would take them. 
The operation of the atomic agen- 
cy, which provides for continuous 
agency inspection of every project 
in every country using its fission- 
able material, would decrease the 
danger of the weapons use of 
atomic power.

But there are wheels’. within 
wheels, so we have in Atlanta's 
metropolitan area changes which 
are as great in their region as 
is the change brought about in 
the state by the growth of Atlanta. 


Suburbia is the yeast of Atlanta's 
metropolitan area. A few figures 
will prove this. In the 25-year pe- 
riod from 1930 to 1955 the City 
of Atlanta grew 73.5 per cent, and 


‘that growth includes extension of 


the city’s boundaries. 


During the same 25 years East 
Point was growing 170 per cent, 
College Park 171 per cent, Hape- 
ville 146 per cent, Marietta 274 
per cent, Chamblee 482 per cent, 
and Decatur 83 per cent. 

There is one important differ- 
ence between Atlanta’s metropol- 
itan area and Rhode Island, its 
companion in size. Rhode Island 
has one government. The Atlanta 
metropolitan area has four coun- 
ty governments and 25 municipal 
governments and Atlanta itself is 
the largest city in both Fulton 
and DeKalb counties. In this 
mixed-up situation there  ex- 
ists ample room for political, so- 


_ cial and economic confusion. 


Consider, for example, the rela- 
tively nonpolitical problem of hos- 
pital care. The growth and _ sub- 
urbanization of hospital care has 
not matched the spreading of the 
metropolitan area. A survey pub- 
lished this year by the Hospital 
Services Division of the Georgia 


Department of ‘Public Health put 
it this way: 

“Although Metropolitan’ Atlanta 
as a whole is being faced with a 
demand for an increasing’ num- 
ber of hospital beds and a wider 
variety of hospital sérvicés, the 
downtown areas are becoming 
relatively well supplied with gen- 
eral hospital beds, while the grow- 
ing suburbs are almost devoid of 
any type of hospital service.”’ 


The survey points out the City 
of Atlanta has within its borders 
2,766 — or 85.3 per cent — of the 
3,242 acceptable general hospital 
beds in the four-county area. 
It States (1) that worsening traf- 
fic conditions will further ensnarl 
suburban utilization of the down- 
town hospitals and (2) the exist- 
ing Atlanta hospitals ‘“‘are usual- 
ly specialized by social or e@¢o- 
nomic restrictions, . . .”

In a Forest 


George Washington's cousin, Miss Virginia Crosby of Marietta, 


is at it again. 
She wants to buy a forest! 


Effing Forest in Lancaster County, Va., was the birthplace and 
childhood home of George Washington’s mother, Mary Ball Wash- 


ington. And Miss Virginia has just returned from inspecting the 
place and talking to Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Jesse, who own it but are 
willing to sell it to descendants of the Washington family, as a 


shrine. 


At present the estate is open to the public during the summer 


months for a small fee. 


‘‘Mary Ball Washington was born here and lived here till she 
was 12 years old,’’ Miss Virginia explained. “She visited here 
often and was called ‘the rose of Effingham’ because she was so 
beautiful. Her father died when she was three and her mother 


died when she was 12. 


“She then left to live with other members of our family. It 
has been owned, though, by our family all these years. Now it is 
to be sold and Mr. and Mrs. Jesse and the Washington family 
descendants want to make it a national shrine. Next year it will 
be 250 years since she was born and we are invited to Fredericks- 
burg, Va., to Mary Ball Washington’s home as a family to honor 


our grandmother.’’ 


The reason Miss Virginia brings this up is not that she expects 
gemeral support for the project, but because she would hate for 
any of the many Washington descendants in this part of the 
country to miss hearing of the sale. She feels sure they will want 
to raise the money to buy the old home if they know about it. 


By now Miss Crosby is almost internationally famous as the 
escutcheon bearer for the Washington family. She organized the 
Descendants of the Washington Family three years ago and is 
serving her third term as president. She recently returned from 
the national family reunion in Richmond, where 46 persons, all 


cousins, met for three days. 


The 46 were representative of a great many more, Miss Vir- 
ginia explained, since 75 new members have joined the group since 
Olive Ann Burns wrote a story about Miss Crosby’s trip to Eng- 
land last summer. Miss Virginia, as Olive Ann reported, went to 
see her cousin, Elizabeth, Queen of England, was introduced right 
and left as a member of America’s “first First Family,’’ wore 
the queen’s emblem on her car and was generally honored and 


deferred to. 


While on that trip she visited Washington, England, and she 
reports that the people of that parish have invited the American 
Washingtons to put a Washington marker in the little church 
where the Washington family worshiped 1,000 years ago. 


‘‘The church burned but the baptismal font was saved and used 


for years for horses to drink from,’’ 


she said. ‘‘It is now in the 


rebuilt church so for the last few years it has been used again for 
baptism. The church was built over the old church but extended 
over 12 of the Washingtons’ graves. Now the vestrymen want us 
to place a marker in the church so people can find names and 


dates for our ancestors.”’ 


If there are any Washington descendants who have not already 
joined Miss Crosby’s group or helped in its enterprises, here's 
your chance. You'll be in pretty good company. In addition to 
Miss Virginia and Queen Elizabeth, Bing Crosby is a descendant,

| The first group has an inherent 
resistance to the causative fun- 
gus. Ringworm organisms may 
live on their skin but are unable | 
to penetrate the _ tissues. In| 
marked contrast are those who 
have no resistance and are so 
sensitive to the parasites they 
never are free of symptoms. 


Members of the third category 
develop athlete’s feet only when 
skin resistance is lowered through 
ill health or injury. 


Ringworm is best avoided by 
‘keeping the feet dry, especially | 
in hot weather. Well-ventilated 
shoes, such as open sandals, help 
aerate the feet. Ordinary talc 
drys the parts but foot powders 
containing undecylenic or  pro- 
pionic acid (Desenex, Sopronol, 
Timofax) are better because they 
also contain a fungicide. 

The feet should be dried thor- 
oughly after every bath. The 
powder not only is applied to the 
feet but dusted into the socks sev- 


. eral times a day. ‘ 


Have extra socks available for 
‘replacements during the day if 
ithe feet tend to become moist 
with perspiration. 
| Numerous chemicals are capa- 
ible of killing the fungi responsi- 
ble for athlete’s foot. But some 
are too strong and do more harm
